SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine Erotic Fire 13 contains photographs of apparently youthful females, 
wearing accessories which accentuate their immature look. The females are 
presented posing to display their sex parts and engaging in sexual activity. The 
magazine is dominated with photographic displays which are intended to arouse. The 
imagery of youthfulness being sexually arousing is considered under s3(2). The 
publication is considered to tend to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes by presenting them in this context. 

For this reason the publication is classified objectionable under s3(2)(a), which is a 
deeming provision and therefore is inconsistent with and overrides the New Zealand 
Bill of Rights Act 1990. 

Thus, the magazine is classified:
